Clark Swears 


He Has Never 


Taken Payola 


WASHINGTON 
— Disc 
jockey Dick Clark swore to 
House investigators today that 
he has never taken payola. 
Clark, making a long-awaited 
appearance 
before 
a 
House 
subcommittee, complained that 
he had been condemned before 
getting a chance to testify. 
In a 34-page statement. Clark 
declared: “ Gentlemen. I feel 
that 
I have been convicted, 
condemned and d e n o u n ced 
even before I have had an op­ 
portunity to tell my story. Fur­ 
ther. there has been printed 
in the press what appears to 
be a pre-judgment of my case." 
Clark had been turned down 
on his requests that he be per­ 
mitted to testify first in the 
committee's inquiry into his 
activities. 
In swearing that 
he 
had 
never taken payola, the 30- 
year-old idol of teen-agers as­ 
serted: “ In brief, I have never 
agreed to play a record on a 
television show in return for 
a payment in cash or any other 
consideration " 
Clark told the House legis­ 
lative Oversight Subcommittee 
that he had cooperated fully 
and “ 1 have given your staff 
complete and unlimited access 
to 
all 
documents, 
accounts, 
books and papers which they 
have requested. 
“ I point this out only be­ 
cause I want to make it clear 
that I have nothing to conceal.”

chairman Rupert E. Kempf at

sharply criticized the teaching 
load in the English department, 
and thereby touched off a de­ 
bate o nthe grading of English 
compositions and the number 
of students in classes. 
Kempf said that in previous 
years English instructors car­ 
ried 18 hours a week of class­ 
room teaching, but 
that the 
figure has been changed to 15 
hours. 
"I think this is manifestly 
unfair," he said. 
He said 
some 
English teachers are 
carrying only 12 hours, while 
in other deoartments, some 
teachers still carry 18 hours. 


"It is my recollection.” said 
Trustee 
George 
Washburn, 
that 
English 
teachers 
were 
given 
fewer 
hours 
because 
'they spend more time outside 
the classroom grading composi­ 
tions." 


Dewart E. Lewis of the Eng­ 
lish department said the Eng­ 
l i s h teachers also give and read 
«entrance exams amounting to 
I more than 100 hours a semes- 
ter. 
Dr. George II. Ball, French 
teacher who has also taught 
English classes, defended the 
time spent grading composi­ 
tions. 
"It takes more than 
* translation papers," he said,

Another P’nglish teacher said 
•writing virtually is not taught 
• in high schools because teach- 
*, crs have too big a load, and that 
v~if class sizes per teacher are 
.increased 
at 
the 
College of 
Marin, the same thing will re­ 
cult there.

"How about 
sociology and 


economics? 
Are there no com­ 
positions in those classes?” ask­ 
ed Kempf 
"If we are to treat 
the whole college like the Eng­ 
lish department, we would have 
to hire a lot more teachers, 
and there would be no raises; 
for anyone." 
"Only one junior college 
covered in a recent survey," 
said Lewis, "required English 
teachers to carry 18 hours." 
The board was also told of 
the number of hours prepara­ 
tion required for each Eng­ 
lish class, including those in 
literature. 
As an example 
one teacher said he had to 
read 
Jane 
Austin's "Pride 
and 
Prejudice" every year 
"to have fresh in mind for 
the students." 
Kempf. however, was not sat­ 
isfied. 
He w anted to know why 
some English classes had 25 
students while others had six.

UNION SHOP AT STAKE 
Hig h Co u rt To Rule 
On Po litica l Sp e n d in g 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
U. S. Su p reme Cou rt has ac­ 
cep ted for decision a l e g a l 
disp u te which indirectly cou ld 
inv alidate all u nion shop labor 
contracts in the United States. 
The cou rt heard argu ments 
last week in what is k nown, 
for short, as the Loop er case. 
The issu e raised inv olv es mi­ 
nority and indiv idu al rights 
of u nion members. The now- 
p ending case arose in Georgia. 
A few emp loy es of t h e 
Sou thern Railway su ed to for­ 
bid their u nion to sp end du es 
money for p olitical objectiv es 
which the comp laining u nion 
members op p osed. 


THIS IS A UNION SHOP 
situ ation. 
The 
comp laining 
u nion 
members, 
therefore, 
may not withdraw their finan­ 
cial su p p ort of the u nion with­ 
ou t 
resigning 
their 
u nion 
membership . If they resign 
their u nion membership , they 
also resign their jobs. 
That is what mak es t h e 
Loop er case a hot one. The 
narrow 
area 
of 
indiv idu al 
rights in which the issu e is 
raised contribu tes also to 1 he 
p olitical imp ortance of the 
case. 
The cou rt now has heard 
argu ments and has agreed to 
decide the case. 


IT WOULD be difficu lt for 
the cou rt to render an op inion 
withou t 
establishing as the 
law of the land either: 
That a u nion member can­ 
not he comp elled to contri­ 
bu te toward p olitical ex p endi­ 
tu res for objectiv es wtu ch he 
op p oses, or; 
That su ch an indiv idu al or 
minority grou p is withou t con­ 
stitu tional p rotection against 
su ch. 
The Georgia Su p reme Cou rt 
fou nd 
for the 
comp laining 
u nion members. The Georgia 
cou rt held that to comp el any ­ 
one so to contribu te to a p olit­ 
ical objectiv e wou ld dep riv e 
him of gu arantees in the Bill 


of Rights, sp ecifically of free­ 
dom of association, thou ght, 
liberty and p rop erty . 
A U. S. Su p reme Cou rt de­ 
cision 
for 
the comp laining 
u nion members wou ld hav e 
one of two p rofou nd effects 
u p on the stru ctu re of organiz­ 
ed labor. It wou ld: 
Inv alidate the u nion shop 
with its req u irement of u nion 
membership , or: 
Comp el u nion leaders to fi­ 
nance their p olitical activ ities 
wholly from v olu ntary fu nds. 


DESPITE CORRUPT p rac­ 
tices act p rohibition of u nion 
sp ending or of contribu tions 
for p olitical p u rp oses, federal 
cou rts hav e held sp ecifically 
that'the u nions may mak e p o­ 
litical medicine in their p u b­ 
lications or u se the mediu m of 
TV. The rights of freedom of 
sp eech, p ress and assembly 
p rotected the u nion in those 
fields. 
In the TV case, which arose 
in Michigan, three U. S. Su ­ 
p reme Cou rt ju stices held that 
if minority rights were in­ 
v olv ed at all, this simp ly was 
the concern of internal u nion 
management.

Sometimes we old timers 
look back in env y to the day s 
when wages and wholesale 
p rices were low and we did 
not hav e to bu y 100 ex p ensiv e 
p ills to disp ense 12 and add 
the remainder to the ev er in­ 
creasing grav ey ard of dru gs 
rep laced by something newer. 
The best method of k eep ing 
p rescrip tion p rices down is to 
bu y those p rodu cts which tra­ 
ditionally did. and still do. be­ 
long in a dru g store. 
No 
p harmacist - s h o u l d 
charge a p rice he cannot ju sti­ 
fy , and feel su re he will be 
more than willing, as is a doc­ 
tor, to discu ss y ou r p rescrip ­ 
tion p rice with y ou . 
When any thing is offered 
cheap , remember the old Ro­ 
man say ing as tru e today as 
it was thou sands of y ears ago 
— “Cav eat Emp tor" — let the 
bu y er beware.

Vie wp o in ts On Th e Re lig io u s Issu e 


WASHINGTON — From the 
recent sp eeches of Stev enson, 
Hu mp hrey , and Kennedy , it 
is ev ident that there are three 
different v iewp oints on the 
so-called religiou s issu e in the 
camp aign ev en a m o ng the 
Democratic contenders: 
That the religiou s i s s u e 
shou ld not be discu ssed be­ 
cau se it is irrelev ant. This is 
Adlai Stev enson’s v iew. 
That the issu e shou ld not be 
discu ssed becau se it wou ld 
“div ide the cou ntry ’,’’ as Sen. 
Hu mp hrey p u ts it. 
That the “p u blic p olicies” 
of any chu rch raise “ legiti­ 
mate q u estions” which Sen. 
Kennedy say s shou ld he dis­ 
cu ssed by the candidates. 


OF THESE THREE v iew­ 
p oints it seems to me that 
Kennedy chooses the right 
one. 
Sev enson 
mak es 
the 
re­ 
ligiou s issu e taboo by care­ 
fu lly mis-stating it. He say s 
the matter ou ght not to be 
raised at all becau se it is no­ 
body ’s bu siness “ where a man 
p ray s.” It isn’t. 
What is called “the religiou s 
issu e” does not concern p ray ­ 
er, p lace of p ray er, or method 
of p ray er, hu t rather only the 
p ositions which a chu rch or 
a religiou s grou p tak es on 
temp oral affairs and the dis­ 
cip line which a chu rch seek s 
to ap p ly to its members in re ­ 
gard to these p ositions. 


“ THERE 
ARE 
legitimate 
q u estions of p u blic p olicy ,” 
Kennedy told the American 
Society of Newsp ap er Editors 
last 
week , “w'hich no o ne 
shou ld feel bigoted a b o u t 
raising and to which I do not 
object to answering. Bu t I do 
object to being the only candi­ 
date req u ired to answer those 
q u estions.” 
That is a fair p oint. The 
p u blic p olicies of any chu rch, 
not ju st the p u blic p olicies of 
the Catholic Chu rch arc p rop ­ 
erly su bject to q u estioning.

ity , or injecting elements of 
a candidate’s faith not rele­ 
v ant to the du ties of the of­ 
fice he seek s are u nfair cam­ 
p aign p ractices.” 


BUT IT IS NOT bigotry 
and, in the v iew' of the Fair 
Camp aign Practices Commit­ 
tee, not div isiv e, to weigh the 
p u blic p olicies of any chu rch 
and cap acity of any candidate 
to assert his indep endence of 
his chu rch in temp oral m at­ 
ters.

in the high, remote Northern Cascades, 
in the stat? of Washington. 
A great ridge, Just north of Glacier 
Peak, has been known as Minersf Ridge 
for some 60 years. It was named by 
prospectors who, with pick and shovel, 
first learned of the ridge’s copper de­ 
posits. In 1900, a mining and smelting 
company staked several claims on the 
ridge, but the mines were not put into 
production, 
mainly because of their 
inaccesibility. 
In 1954, another mining company, from 
Spokane, became interested in the his­ 
toric ridge. A small exploration crew 
was sent into the area by pack train. 
Since then, the project has expanded 
far beyond the ability of packers to sus­ 
tain it. Three years ago, experienced 
mountain f l y e r s , piloting helicopters, as­ 
sumed the job of supplying the operation« 
At Miners’ Ridge today, the 35 to 40 
men at work are transported quickly and 
comfortably by helicopter; they are 
served fresh fruit, vegetables and meat, 
brought in daily by the ’copters. The 
men even get a daily mail delivery by air. 
Aim of the Miners’ Ridge work now is 
to learn the extent and worth of the cop­ 
per deposit« Cores of rock have already 
been taken from more than 1,000 fe e t 
deep in the ridge.

Even as the convict author was reported work­ 
ing on a new legal maneuver, Governor Brown in­ 
sisted at a news conference in Sacramento that he 
is powerless to recommend clemency for Chessman 
because the state Supreme Court twice voted 4-3 
against clemency. 


United Press International reported that Brown 
said he told Rosalie Asher and A. L. Wirin, attor­ 
neys for Chessman, during a conference yesterday 
that the “proper place for you to go would be to 
the state Supreme Court." He said he spoke both 
as a lawyer and governor. 


Chessman was to meet with Wirin and Miss 
Asher this afternoon to discuss how' he might ob­ 
tain the ninth stay of execution in his 12 ye&r legal 
fight.

load in the English department, 
and thereby touched off a de­ 
bate o nthe grading of English 
compositions and the number 
of students in classes. 


Kempf said that in previous j 
years English instructors car­ 
ried 18 hours a week of class-1 
room teaching, but that the 
figure has been changed to 15 
hours. 


“I think this is manifestly 
Unfair." he said. 
He said 
some English teachers are 
carrying only 12 hours, while 
in other denartnients, some 
teachers still carry 18 hours.

W a s h b u r n , '

teachers 
were 
given 
fewer 
hours 
because 
they spend more time outside 
the classroom grading composi­ 
tions.” 


Dewart E. Lewis of the Eng­ 
lish departm ent said the Eng­ 
l i s h teachers also give and read 
• entrance exams amounting to 
I more than 100 hours a semes­ 
t e r . 


Dr. (ieorge II. Ball, French 
teacher who has also taught 
English classes, defended the 
time spent grading composi­ 
tions. 
“It takes more than 
I translation papers,” he said.

; writing virtually is not taught 
• in high schools because teach- 
! ers have too big a load, and that 
Yf class sizes per teacher are 
.-tncreased 
at 
the College of 
Marin, the same thing will r e ­ 
cult there. 
“ How about 
sociology and 


economics? 
Are there no com­ 
positions in those classes?” ask­ 
ed Kempf 
“If we are to treat 
the whole college like the Eng­ 
lish department, we would have 
to hire a lot more teachers, 
and there would be no raises 
for anyone.” 
‘‘Only one junior college 
covered in a recent survey,” 
said Lew is, ‘‘required English 
teachers to carry 18 hours.” 
The board was also told of 
the number of hours prepara­ 
tion required for each Eng­ 
lish class, including those in 
literature. 
As an example 
one teacher said he had to 
read Jane 
Austin's 
“Pride 
and Prejudice” every year 
“to have fresh in mind for 
the students.” 


Kempf. however, was not sat­ 
isfied. 
He wanted to know why 
some English classes had 25 
students while others had six.

for morning classes.

To Be Made 


For Aqueduct 


State To Proceed 
With Acquisition 


Of Rights Of Way 


I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO— The propos­ 
ed North Bay Aqueduct, which 
would bring water 60 miles to 
Marin 
from 
the 
Sacramento 
River Delta, will he resurveyed, 
re-evaluated 
and 
re-designed 
during the next eight months. 
At the same time, however, 
the state Department of Water 
Resources will go ahead with 
acquisition of rights of way for 
the project in some areas. 
That was the decision of H ar­ 
vey 0. Banks, director of water 
resources, 
yesterday 
after 
a 
special hearing on the project. 


f a c t s So u g h t 
Banks said the study would 
determine whether the future 
need for the aqueduct would 
be greater or less than at pres­ 
ent. whether the route is prop­ 
e r under the revised opinion of 
Use. and more exactly just what 
the water would cost the users. 
More than 70 representatives 
of the four counties involved. 
Marin. Sonoma. Napa and So­ 
lano. appeared at the meeting, 
which had been called to deter­ 
mine the public interest in the 
project. After an hour and a 
half of testimonv solidlv behind 
the aqueduct’s immediate con­ 
struction, 
William 
L. 
Berry, 
chief of planning for the de­ 
partment, remarked, "I think 
w e ’re getting the kind of story 
we re looking for.’’ 1 


SOLON SPEAKS 
The story was opened by Ma­ 
rin Sen. John F. McCarthy, who 
authored the bill which in 1935 
originally authorized construc­ 
tion of the aqueduct. McCarthy 
called up on the department to 
m ake a 
re-evaluation of the 
proposal in light of develop­ 
ments in the last five years. 
But he also demanded that the 
departm ent start spending the 
million dollars the Legislature 
authorized last year for p u r­ 
chase of the rights of way.

PURE WATER 
He pointed out the Sonoma 
water is pure enough for do­ 
mestic use and would be too 
expensive 
for either agricul­ 
t u r a l or industrial use. 
Gibson pointed out the So­ 
lano water deficiency already 
exceeds the amount of water 
which the aqueduct could bring 
to that county. And Coombs de­ 
clared his county “ is absolutely 
d e p en d ent” on the aqueduct for 
its water supply. 
Then a series of spokesmen 
for the county boards of su p e r­ 
visors added their urgings to 
those of the senators and As­ 
semblyman Samuel Geddes of 
Napa Geddes decried the need

“We think the Sonoma water 
may be cheaper in the long 
ru n.” he said. 


In any event. Gilbert added,

10 years, shouldn't affect the 
feasibility of the aqueduct. 
Only testimony even slightly 
against moving ahead with the 
project came from Supervisor 
Leigh Shoemaker of Petaluma. 
He said he had failed earlier 
to find support for the aq u e­ 
duct, but admitted “ things ha\£ 
changed recently.” He warned, 
however, that agriculture can't 
use the aqueduct water if it is 
too expensive. 
Banks promised that the rc- 
study of the project would get 
under way promptly and that 
aquisition of "portions of rights 
of way would begin im m edi­ 
ately.

Dr. Ralph E. Baney of K an­ 
sas City, Mo., in an interview 
last night told of finding ex ­ 
tensive underwater rem nants of 
a 
civilization 
that 
flourished 
4.000 years and then was inun­ 
dated, 
apparently 
after 
an 
earthquake. 


He said he and his divers 
found a levee 15 feet wide and 
eight feet high under the wa­ 


ters of the inland sea between 
Jordan and Israel. The levee 
ran from a southwestern point 
of the Lisan Peninsula due west 
for two miles. 


The levee, he continued, in 
Biblical times kept the salty 
waters of the sea from flowing 
into the fertile plains to the 
south. He believes an earth ­ 
quake collapsed the levee, and 
the sea ungulfed the plains be­ 


hind It. 


“We have located two cities 
under 
the 
Dead 
Sea 
water 
which are believed to be the 
two lost cities of Sodom and 
Gom orrah,” Baney said. “ One 
of these cities we have located 
in the Lisan Peninsula Bay. The 
other is due west of the north­ 
ern point of the Lisan Penin­ 
sula.”

break the deadlock. 
The conferees sat for three 
hours.

After listening to a round of 
speeches by the five Eastern 
delegates including a 40-minute 
wind-up bv Russia’s Valerian A. 
Zorin, Jules Moch of France 
closed the meeting with the re­ 
m ark- 
“ I hope that the Big Four 
will trace for us a new, daring 
and realistic route to peace.” 
C h i e f American 
delegate 
Frederick M. Eaton told report­ 
ers the Soviets have not moved 
an inch from the position they 
held when they came here sev­ 
en weeks ago.

statement 
issued 
to 
newsmen during the meeting, 
Eaton challenged the Soviets to 
throw away their arms and en ­ 
gage in an economic competi­ 
tion with the West. 
Eaton said if the Communists 


are serious about safeguarded

Pharmacist Will 
Talk Drug Price 


EDITOR. 
Independent-Journal: 
Having practiced pharmacy 
for the past 40 years, the ob­ 
servations of Harriet D y e r 
Thon prompts me to answer 
her inquiries. 
With very few exceptions, 
the pharmacists believe a pre­ 
scription is the property of 
the patient, to take wherever 
he pleases. I believe most doc­ 
tors, especially the general 
practitioners are 
in 
accord 
with this practice. 
* 
The direct phone is usually 
found where many doctors are 
in the same building, with a 
pharmacy below, being there 
for many years, and originat­ 
ing in the friendship of doctor 
and pharmacist. 
The new “Pharmacy Code 


of Ethics” prohibits a p h a r­ 
macist supplying a doctor with 
a direct phone, or even p re ­ 
scription blanks bearing the 
store name and address. The 
penalty is loss of pharmacy 
license. 
The variation in prices quot­ 
ed would please the federal 
department of Justice, who 
are always anxious to prove 
a conspiracy to fix prices. 
Many pharmacists price pre­ 
scriptions about as scientific­ 
ally as did the waning regime 
of old Henry Ford, who ig­ 
nored cost of materials and 
overhead, 
merely 
weighing 
the parts used, and charged 
accordingly. 
The cost in dollars of the 
modern prescription is many 
times greater than it was 20 
years ago, and about as simi­ 
lar as the Model T a n d today's 
sleek models.

High Court To Rule 
On Political Spending 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (UP1) — The 
U. S. Supreme Court has ac­ 
cepted for decision a l e g a l 
dispute which indirectly could 
invalidate all union shop labor 
contracts in the United States. 
The court heard arguments 
last week in what is known, 
for short, as the Looper case. 
The issue raised involves mi­ 
nority and individual rights 
of union members. The now- 
pending case arose in Georgia. 
A 
few employes of t h e 
Southern Railway sued to for­ 
bid their union to spend dues 
money for political objectives 
which the complaining union 
members opposed. 


THIS IS A UNION SHOP 
situation. 
The 
complaining 
union 
members, 
therefore, 
may not withdraw their finan­ 
cial support of the union with­ 
out 
resigning 
their 
union 
membership. 
If they resign 
their union membership, they 
also resign their jobs. 
That is what makes t h e 
Looper case a hot one. The 
narrow 
area 
of 
individual 
rights in which the issue is 
raised contributes also to the 
political 
importance of the 
case. 
The court now- has heard 
argum ents and has agreed to 
decide the case. 


IT WOULD be difficult for 
the court to ren d er an opinion 
without establishing as the 
law of the land either: 
That a union m em ber can­ 
not 
be compelled to contri­ 
bute toward political expendi­ 
tures for objectives which he 
opposes, or: 
That such an individual or 
minority group is without con­ 
stitutional protection against 
such. 
The Georgia Supreme Court 
found 
for 
the 
complaining 
union members. The Georgia 
court held that to compel any­ 
one so to contribute to a polit­ 
ical objective would deprive 
him of guarantees in the Bill 


of Rights, specifically of free­ 
dom of association, thought, 
liberty and property. 
A U. S. Supreme Court de­ 
cision 
for 
the 
complaining 
union members would have 
one of two profound effects 
upon the structure of organiz­ 
ed labor. It would: 
Invalidate the union shop 
with its requirem ent of union 
membership, or: 
Compel union leaders to fi­ 
nance their political activities 
wholly from voluntary funds. 


DESPITE CORRUPT prac­ 
tices act prohibition of union 
spending or of contributions 
for political purposes, federal 
courts have held specifically 
that-the unions may make po­ 
litical medicine in their pub­ 
lications or UjSe the medium of 
TV. The rights of freedom of 
speech, press and assembly 
protected the union in those 
fields. 
In the TV case, which arose 
in Michigan, three U. S. Su­ 
preme Court justices held that 
if minority rights were in­ 
volved af all, this simply was 
the concern of internal union 
management.

Humphrey, and Kennedy, it 
is evident that there are three 
different viewpoints on the 
so-called religious issue in the 
campaign even a m o n g the 
Democratic contenders: 
That the religious i s s u e 
should not be discussed be­ 
cause it is irrelevant. This is 
Adlai Stevenson’s view.

That the "public policies” 
of any church raise "legiti­ 
mate questions” which Sen.

OF THESE THREE view­ 
points it seems to me that 
Kennedy chooses the right 
one.

fully mis-stating it. He says 
the m a tte r ought not to be 
raised at all because it is no­ 
body’s business "where a man 
prays.” It isn’t. 
What is called "the religious 
issue” does not concern pray­ 
er, place of prayer, or method 
of prayer, but rath er only the 
positions which a church or 
a religious group takes on 
tem poral affairs and the dis­ 
cipline which a church seeks 
to apply to its m em bers in r e ­ 
gard to these positions. 


“THERE 
ARE 
legitimate 
questions of public policy,” 
Kennedy told the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors 
last 
w'eek, "w'hich no o n e 
should feel bigoted a b o u t 
raising and to which I do not 
object to answering. But I do 
object to being the only candi­ 
date required to answer those 
questions.”

The Fair Campaign Prac­ 
tices Committee made u p of

"Stirring up, fostering, or 
tolerating 
religious

ity, or injecting elements of 
a candidate's faith not rele­ 
vant to the duties of the of­ 
fice he seeks are unfair cam ­ 
paign practices.” 


BUT IT IS NOT bigotry 
and, in the view' of the Fair 
Campaign Practices Commit­ 
tee, not divisive, to weigh the 
public policies of any church 
and capacity of any candidate 
to assert his independence of 
his church in tem poral m a t­ 
ters. 


The need is not for silence 
in this delicate area, but for 
candid, temperate, and e a r n ­ 
est discussion.

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PROSPECTING BY HELICOPTER 


T 
he throb of helicopter rotor blade* 
is the theme song of modern mining 
in the high, remote Northern Cascades, 
in the stat? of Washington, 
A great ridge, just north of Glacier 
Peak, has been known as Miners’ Ridge 
for some 60 years. It was named by 
prospectors who, with pick and shovel, 
first learned of the ridge’s copper de­ 
posits. In 1900, a mining and smelting 
company staked several claims on the 
ridge, but the mines were not put Into 
production, 
mainly because of their 
inaccesibility. 
In 1954, another mining company, from 
Spokane, became interested in the his­ 
toric ridge, A small exploration crew 
was sent into the area by pack train. 
Since then, the project has expanded 
far beyond the ability of packers to sus­ 
tain it. Three years ago, experienced 
mountain flyers, piloting helicopters, as­ 
sumed the job of supplying the operation. 
At Miners’ Ridge today, the 35 to 40 
men at work are transported quickly and 
comfortably by helicopter; they are 
served fresh fruit, vegetables and meat, 
brought in daily by the ’copters. The 
men even get a daily mail delivery by air. 
Aim of the Miners’ Ridge work now is 
to learn the extent and worth of the cop­ 
per deposit. Cores of rock have already 
been taken from more than 1,000 feet 
deep In the ridge.
